further, that in no case shall Ihe euil oalivo 
inhabit iota be paid Inn for services and libor 
rendered to (he eooceesois of tbe Kusuiao- 
Americao Fur Company than they were ac- 
cus omcd to have and receive while under 
tbe government of Ru»fia; and the importa- 
tion and sale lo said inhabitattJ of iotoxi- 
eating liquors of every description whaiao' 
ever, unless for medicinal purpoisea, is etriclly 
prohibited." The San Franciaco AUa calls 
this an atleinpt to throw th;e far basioeea into 
the bands of fiulobiasoa & Co., and de> 
oooQces lbs attempt as ioiqnitou?. 

Lbqulativb Oodncil, YxsTBaoAT. — Mr. 
Robaoa gave notice that be would move an 
address recommending tbe allowance of 75 
cents per barrel CD flour manufactured from 
foroigo grain, on which duty had been paid. 
Mr Holbrook gave notice ihat ha woulJ 
iDOVe a recommendation to offer a reward of 
SIOOO to any poraon discovarioi; a good 
ptaolicablo pans tbrouyii tha Sellcirk EiDgfl 
in coDtiDualion of the Eagle Pass route lo 
Kooteray, tho height ol level not to exceed 
2.^00 feet.

Ttie 
San Juan oonlro'versy bos been tbe subject 
of diploma io oomspondenoe for nearly fifty 
years, tbejquestion involved tieiag ss to 
whRt oonsiitut s tho boundary line. In 
1846 a treaty wan concl'ided fixing tho 
boundary U 10 as westward along t'lO forty- 
nine parallel of north 1 t'tude lo the niiJdls 
ol tho chauod saparaiing the Coi.tinett 
from Vancouver Isliud, and siutierly 
through the raiidla of tho siii cbaunii nod 
of the Fuca Strui s ti the Paoifio Ooean, 
Aooit ovoisy grew out of tho wording ol 
this t'eaty, Englaod conleoding that 
Rosatio Straits was tbe ohaoncl raferred 
and tbe United Stitrs hddiog 
that the obaco^l alltkded to was the Cao< 
al do i^aro. If tho English cocstrao- 
tion could bo maintained, it would give 
thorn all the idaods i i tho iiaro Archipelago 
Deluding Iho Isli:nJ of San Juan. This 
was stoutly refuaed by our Government, aod 
fi'iolly I-id to the eppoit tnei t of a Commie- 
pi in t) adjust tho diliioult:ep. Tho Com- 
oiiifi in, nftir deliborati ig aeverol monlbf, 
wasonablit) agree, and from that. time, 
1857, to tbe present day, there has been a 
jriot occupation of San Juan, and several 
times boetilitioa seemed ioofitable. If, ai 
supposed, the Eoglisb QovernmeLt has re- 
ceded from its old position on tbe subject, it 
will be seen that wo acquire uodisputcd 
ri^l;t to a largo alico ol territory. "

Particulars of tlie Frightful Massacre 
iu New Zealaod by the Maories. 

From the Wellington oorrespoDdeot of the 
Panama Star and Herald of Deo. 8tb, 1868, 
we condense tbe followiog : 

Two days after tho \att steamer left hero 
for Pauama, tho whole sottlemenl oi Moto- 
whero, near Turanganui, in Poverty Bay, 
was destroyed, Iho iohabitaota tortured and 
pot to death by the rebel Maorios. Tbe 
a ttck was led by three natives, who had es- 
caped from the Cbathan Islaods and landed 
in New Zealand. At three o'clock on Toes- 
dny tha lOlh of November, Iho Han Hans 
attacked Major Biggs' house. Upon hearing 
tho altaok the Major vreol to tho door, whon 
ho was fired upoo aod wounded, Ilo called 
out to awaken the family, and told tbem to 
ruu tot their lives, as the boasa was attacked 
by tho llan IJont. One little boy made bis 
CKCopo iito somi flax near tbe house, whence 
he aaw ull ibe proceedings. Major Biggs 
was bold down oo the ground while they 
amasbod bia head with their muskuia, ftdre. 
Biggs being held near aud forced lo aeo Ihe 
brutality, bho, a baby, and the nnrao, wore 
■ubaequcntly murdered. The boy Charlie 
ran to a bou.ie where Mra BloomGeld, tbe 
widow of a oaptaia in tha army, with her 
(our children were living, and giving tbe 
alarm tbe inmates immediately ran for ibeir 
Uvea, to the redoubt at Turanganai. Other 
residaots wore not ao forionale. Mr Wilson's 
hoDSQ was Btlaokcd, aud ho, hia wife and 
Jour children mnrdorod. Mrs Mann was 
dragged by tbo bair of her bead ontside bor 
booae and thero bnrot to death. Soma fow 
9f tbe letilere Qsaaged to empo to Taraa<

it may be well to f^int) by way of preface, 
that lii'heito a roll ol ten tons i'l weight has 
boon decnioii proditr-ious ; and when, eoine 
yenra ago. Mi'Ssth. Lliriiigo & Cn, pnilucod 
a pair each weighing ihirieen touf, for u for- 
eii;n copper mill, the cvaDt was regarded as 
quite an era in the history ol the trade. The 
largest mill in Amerioa cannot bonsi a roll 
of more than cicvoa love, uithough in tbe 
western world ovorylhinRis done on so large a 
scale.
